Likewise  between 
exchange  and  exchange  in  the  outlying 
parts  there  is  a scale  of  rates  based  on  the 
calls  made.  Some  of  the  distances  involved 
arc  trifling,  and  In  a growing  metropolitan 
community  one  wonders  why  this  old- 
fashioned  sytten)  persists. 

Generally  speaking,  telephone  sub- 
scribers are  paying  a substantial  fee  for 
their  use  of  telephone  service  now  If  these 


Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  is  seek- 
ing. then  some  of  the  outmoded  forms  of 
collection  should  be  eliminated.  While  It 
may  be  for  experts  to  talk  of  rates  and 
costs,  and  what  la  possible  with  electric 
circuits,  the  general  public  has  a good  idea 
of  the  service  it  is  getting  and  what  it  now 
pays  for  that.  There  is  a growing,  .per- 
sistent feeling  in  the  outlying  areas  at  any 
rate  that  the  exchange-call  rates  are  al- 
ready high,  and  that  some  of  these  could 
well  be  shaded  without  undue  hardship  to 
the  operating  utility  concerned 
More  than  one  Saanich  body  has  made 
this  protest  in  recent  years.  The  subject 
Is  of  Importance  now,  for  if  there  Is  to  be  a 
general  review  of  telephone  tariffs  then  the 
needs  of  a fast  growing,  quasi-urban  com- 
munity on  the  city’s  Hanks  will  certainly 
have  to  be  considered. 


Ocean  Baring  Keeps  Seamanship  Alive 


SOME  time  this  evening,  if  all  goes  well 
In  the  meantime,  the  vanguard  of  a 
meet  of  little  ships  will  cross  the  finish 
line  of  another  TTans- Pacific  Yacht  Race  off 
the  island  of  Oahu  after  sailing  more  than 
two  thousand  miles  of  open  ocean  from  the 
Pacific  mainland.  As  always,  thousands  of 
people  will  crowd  every  vantage  point  along 
the  marine  drive  skirting  Diamond 'Head  to 
see  the  end  of  a race  that  stifs  the  blood  of 
small  boat  sailors.  'v 

The  Honolulu  Race,  like  mo#t  qther  ocean 
contests  these  times,  has  become  much 
more  a race  than  the  adventure  it  used  to 
be  a few  decades  ago.  Modern  aids  have 
taken  the  uncertainty  out  of  navigation. 
The  well-stocked  larder  made  possible  by 
refrigerated  storage  even  In  small  boats  Is 
a far  cry  from  the  fare  wtth  which  pioneers 
of  the  Trans-Paclflc  Race  had  to  make  do., 


Radio  communications  ensure  speedy  aid 
in  anyfmishap,  or  ij  sickness  or  injury 
should  strike  any  member  of  the  crew. 

Most  of  the  danger*  and  hardships  have, 
in  fact,  been  eliminated  from  ocean  racing. 
Nevertheless  it  remains  a test  of  seaman- 
ship iand  Judgment.  Mechanization  has  not 
yet  been  able  to  tame  the  winds,  and  the 
long  run  down  from  the  California  Coast  to 
the  Islands  still  entails  days  and  nights  of 
battling  with  straining  eanvas;  nimble 
movement  about  a sloping,  pitching,  slip- 
pery deck;  cool  judgment  In  determining 
how  much  sail  it  is  safe  to  carry;  cunning 
In  the  plotting  of  courses  to  make  the  best 
use  of  the  wind  of  the  moment,  and  almost 
prescience  as  to  what  It  will  do  hours  hence. 
Things  may  have  been  made  a lot  softer  for 
the  yachtsman  In  recent  years,  but  the 
human  element  can  never  be  quite  removed 
from  ocean  raclhg.  Men  still  count  there. 


Island  Veterans  Sot  of  the  “Gimme”  Clan 


VANCOUVER  Island  war  veterans  art 
not  conspicuously  nt^the  "gimme"  clan. 
If  Judged  by  the  experience  of  local 
Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  officials 
Far  fewer  than  had  been  expected  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  new  special  assist- 
ance fund  created  to  help  them  out  of 
financial  distress.  Apparently  the  veterans 
of  this  area  are  doing  better  than  their  con- 
temporaries elsewhere,  or  they  have  a 
determination  to  go  It  alone  without  undue 
paternalism.^  , • 

Resourcefulness  has  been  a marked  char- 
acteristic of  the  ex-serviceman  of  the  recent 
war,  even  allowing  that  rehabilitation  bene- 
fits were  on  a more  commensurate  scale 
than  those  granted  their  predecessors  of 
the  former  world  conflict.  The  younger  vet- 
erans have  shown  Initiative  and  commend- 


able energy  In  making  places  for  them- 
selves In  civilian  life.  Zeal  and  study  have 
paid  their  way.  and  the  aftermath  of  war  In 
thjf  respect  has,  fortunately,  been  pleasing. 

Nevertheless,  the  D V A.  exists  for  the 
convenience  of  all  war  Veterans,  and  full 
use  should  be  made  of  the  concessions  that 
are  provided  by  a willing  country,  8ome 
veterans  are  seemingly  unfamiliar  with  all 
the  privileges  available  to  them,  as  witness 
five  recent  applicants  unaware  that  gratuity 
and  other  money  credits  %ere  at  their  dis- 
posal. Wide  newspaper  publicity  U given 
D V A matters,  but  these  still  go  unnoticed 
by  some  former  servicemen.  It  would  seem 
a wise  precaution  for  war  veterans  to  get  In 
touch  with  their  local  D.V  A.  representa- 
tives If  In  any  doubt  as  to  what  may  be  due 
to  them.  Better  to  make  sure  than  to  lose 
by  default.

The  endeavor  to  set  a raise  in  telephone 
rates  require*  careful  scrutiny,  The  BC  Tele- 
phone Co  state*  they  have  not  Increased  rate*  in 
21  yean,  the  B C E R ha*  had  several  decreases 
In  rate*  during  the  tame  period,  and  In  their  cate 
the  rate*  are  lower  In  the  larger  cities,  not  higher. 
To  all  general  purpose*  the  two  utilities  are  very 
similar,  pole*,  line*,  plant*,  etc.,  with  mostly  tech-  o 
nologlcal  automatic  feature*,  etc.,  with  a mini- 
mum of  costly  manual  control  and  operation.  One 
can  hardly  liken  such  utilities  to  transportation, 
wafer  supply,  etc  which  do  require  so  much  more 
upkeep,  etc.  The  British  Columbia  Utilities  Com- 
mission ha*  done  a very  good  Job  In  getting  power 
to  the  people  at  more  nominal  costs,  and  It  Is 
rather  too  bad  that  they  have  no  control  over 
telephone  service  and  rates,  authority  being  at 
present  vested  in  the  Board  of  Railway  Commis- 
sioners st  Ottawa.  British  Columbia  should  get 
control  or  Jurisdiction  of  telephone  service  a*  It 
ha*  of  other  utilities  within  our  borders.  The 
only  possible  excuse  for  looking  to  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners’  (who  are  thousands  of 
mile*  away)  Is  that  phones,  to  a limited  extent, 
are  In  ter -provincial,  but  I cannot  see  why  mutual 
arrangements  for  long-distance  rate*  cannot  be 
arrived  at  through  the  British  Columbia  Commis-

Federal  School  Aid 


By  RAYMOND  MOLET 

NEW  YORK.  — The  controversy 
among  high  churchmen,  educa- 
tor* arid  statesmen  over  the  pending 
Federal  grant  of  $300,000,000  to  the 
slates  for  education  seems  to  by-pass 
the  real  issue  of  principle  That  Issue 
la  whether  any  grant  of  Federal  money, 
for  anything,  should  be  made  without 
Federal  supervision  and  whether  It 
is  tolerable  to  have  any  Federal  super- 
vision of  our  common  schools 
Cardinal  Spellman  and  Bishop  Ox- 
nam  argue  about  whether  some  of  the 
money  should  go  Co  church  school* 
Oeneral  Elsenhower  says  money  ought 
to  go  only  to  ^ates  that  genuinely 
need  the  money'*' ^Herbert  Hoover,  no 
doubt  facing  the  practical  fact  that 
the  measure  may  pass,  attempts  to 
get  Congress  to  limit  Its  application 
and  to  provide  safeguards 
* * * 

The  question  that  should* be  faced 
u whether  this  new  Federal  Invasion 
of  The  states  ahould  be  permitted  at 
gll  There  are  other  waV*  of  helping 
and  compelling  states,  where  low 
standards  exist,  to  lmprova  their 
schools. 

The  bill  now  before  Congress  speci- 
fies 19  such  state*.  Hoover  believes, 
with  excellent  reasons,  that  only  12 
are  really  too  poor  lo  educate  their 
children.  These  states,  no  doubt,  al- 
ready receive  grants  In  aid  for  sev- 
eral other  purposes  They  are,  of 
course,  ependlng  money  for  other 
things  such  as  roads,  aid  to  agricul- 
ture. etc.  It  might  btf  possible  (and  It 
would  seem  practical!  to  grant,  them 
more  Federal  money  for  these  needs 
on  the  condition  that  they  shift  more 
of  their  own  money  to  their  school*. 

Another  alternative  might  be  to 
grant  the  states  that  really  lack 
money  for  teachers,  books  and  super- 
vision funds  exclusively  for  material 
things  such  as  buildings  There  could 
b*  no  grest  Injury  to  freedom  In  edu- 
cation IV)  Federal  specifications  re- 
garding the  roet  per’cublc  fool  of  con- 
struction. fire  protection,  toilet  facili- 
ties and  the  Hk«v  With  some,  of  the 


cost  of  new  buildings  lifted  states  and 
locaT  communities  'might  use  more 
money  for  teachers,  books  and  super- 
vision. 

It  Is  obvloui  from  an  examination  uf 
present  grants  In  aid  for  all  purposes 
and  from  the  provisions  of  tills  bill  In 
particular  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. Including  Congress,  has  no  real 
scientific  and  automatic  yardstick  to 
determine  the  economic  needs  of  a 
state-  Such  a matter  could  conceiv- 
ably be  reduced  to  a workable  for- 
mula Among  the  factors  to  be  con- 
sidered should  be  the  taxable  resources 
of  the  state;  the  tax  burden  on  those 
resources,  the  level  of  private  Income 
In  lh«.-,$tate;  agricultural  and  Indus- 
trial production  money  flowing  Into 
the  stale  from  outside  dividends,  trav- 
elers' and  tourists'  expenditures  and 
the  like;  usable  natural  resources  and 
many  other  Items  that  comprise  stat* 
wealth  Also  to  be  considered  is  the 
relationship  of  the  number  of  children 
Ap  state  wealth 

Such  a formula  was  suggested  dur- 
ing the  past  session  of  the  Texas  Leg- 
islature In  connection  with  state  aid 
to  counties  It  is  a distinctly  original 
plan  to  provide  an  equitable  means  of 
determining  aid  on  the  basis  of  need. 

Certainly,  no  state  should  get  Fed- 
eral *ld  merely  because  it  is  able  to 
artwcrtlse  the  wretchedness  of  its  pro- 
visions for  educating  Its  children.  Nor 
should  It  establish  Its  rape  by  refusing 
to  tax  Its  people  properly  or  by  neg- 
lecting It*  schools  while  It  builds 
more  highways,  bridges  and  football 
stadiums 

' The  present  bill  has  some  brave 
word*  renouncing  any  Intent  to  tell 
states  what  they  should  teach.  But 
does  anyone  suppose  that  this  self- 
denying  ordinance  will  hold  good  In 
the  future?  Or  can  anyone  believe 
that  euch  a prohibition  gj»n  he  im- 
posed upon  bureaunratlc  ousybodles? 
Experience  show's  that  wherever  a 
Federal  dollar  goes  a Federal  bureau- 
crat will  be  close  behind  Like  Mary  s
